PROFIT OR LOSS? 


Together with the official statement issued today 
by Project Director Ray D. Johnston, we are reprinting, 
with minor changes, in this issue an editorial which 
appeared in the April 3 edition of the Outpost, 


With the emphasis placed upon mutual cooperation 
and goodwill, the structural organization of the Centor 
has beon molded into 4 workablo pattern during the past 
six months. 

This was made possible because 2800 workors have 
considered community welfare more important than thoir 
individual solves. With this in mind, they have am 
are spending thoir days in full-timc omploymont. 

However, in recent months criticisms and comments 
concerning the growth of private enterprise in the 
Conter have come up. It is said that private instruc- 
tion in various phases of handicraft and set charges 
for personal services are being mado, which are netting 
some of the principals, incomes that are over two or 
throe timos the WRA vagose» 

Tho setting of theso specific foos for instruction 
or Sorvices is unfair and should bo discouraged if not 
entiroly climinated becauso: 

(1) If private returns are greater than WRA pay, it 
would be unfair to the workers, 

(2) Such private businesses open the way for more 
individual undertakings which may undermine the Center's 
co-operative structure. 

(3) Often private instructors demand 
which are entiroly out of line with the 
poople are making hero. 

(4) Employment can be foynd for these 
on the govornment pay roll.
